GERONIMO STILTON AND HIS MOTIVATIONS 


The weaknesses of Geronimo Stilton make him even more 
likeable; you feel sorry for him, you laugh with him and 
you celebrate with him at the end, because all his defeats 
become successes. With his actions and his ability to 
laugh at himself, Geronimo Stilton conveys ever-present 
values: the importance of family, the capacity to overcome 
your fears, the acceptance of other peoples faults, the 
importance of education, consistency, approachability, 
open mindedness towards other cultures, curiosity about 
what you don't know, the knowledge that teamwork is 
more successful than acting as an individual, world peace, 
friendship, love, solidarity, honesty, loyalty, sincerity, 
and respect for the elderly and those with lesser abilities. 


And that's just the beginning! There's a lot more and we invite 
you to go to geronimostilton.com to check it out for yourself. 
But let's just take another look at that first sentence, shall we? 
"The weaknesses of Geronimo Stilton make him even more 
likeable” That may sound а little strange to you at first, as don't 
we all try to avoid having any weaknesses? Yet, depending on 
what we decide to focus on in life, we cant all be great at every- 
thing, can we? Were constantly trying to be our very best, but 
just to do well at а few things usually means not doing all sorts 
of other things. For example, Geronimo is a great editor, but as 
he tells Trap, "the paper had assigned me to report on the big 
game, but it wasn't one of the easiest jobs for me, given that Pm 
nota very sporty man, or rather, mouse.” Geronimos aware of 
his limitations, but he doesnt let that stop him from doing his 
job.

that he doesn't know a lot about sports. That's a much better 
approach to take than being ashamed and pretending he's 

an expert on the subject. By being honest people, and mice, 
we can understand that he’s trying his best to understand 
something that he's not very knowledgeable about. When 
you act this way, more often than not, people will try to help 
you, and explain everything to you. Sure, there will be those 
who might actually tease you, but how much harm can they 
do when you've already said that you don't know much about 
something? Look what happened to Geronimo— he revealed 
his weakness, and within minutes he scored a touchdown in 
the big game! Sure that sounds far-fetched, but as an editor 
myself, and not "a very sporty man? I've always found it better 
to give it my best shot, rather than run away and hide. 


Years ago, I was invited to play volleyball with my co-workers. 
I had never played that game before, or much sports in 
general, but I agreed and did my best. And guess what? I was 
terrible! Just awful! I was the worst player on the team by far. 
But I kept playing, week after week, and while I never became 
a good plaver—I did get better. And after a few months, people 
would tell me that they were impressed with how much better 
I started to play. Well, I couldn't have gotten any worse! But 
just as Geronimos weaknesses make him likeable, mine also 
helped people like me, and also respect me for my willingness 
to fail and keep on trying. 


And if I can share a little bit of my philosophy, I think that's 

a big part of what life is about. Not being afraid to fail, and 
always trying your best. You may not always succeed, but you 
will learn a lot, and people will like and respect you. 


Gee, and all that was just based on the first sentence of The 
Philosophy of Geronimo Stilton!
